The Humanities and Social Sciences 
Collection is rapidly outgrowing the 
stack space in Rutherford North 
Library. Since Phase II of this building 
is not anticipated for some time, it 

has become necessary to house part of 
the collection in Rutherford South, 
which will become a centre for 
periodicals. The hub of library activity 
in this building will be the Second 
Floor where two circulation desks have 
been installed. The current periodicals 
have been moved to the main reading 
room on the Second Floor. All HaSSL 
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bound periodicals will be housed in 
the upper stack tiers and circulated 
from the same floor. Shelving bound 
periodicals together is an arrangement 
which is found in some research 
libraries and which has certain 
advantages to users, and particularly 
when bound volumes are in close 
proximity to current periodicals.
